{he River and Harbor Bill Not Yet Out of Danger— 

» APresidential Veto Feared—Goneral Wheeler

WASHINGTON, May 10,—[Special.] — The 
{roubles of the pending river and harbor bill 
gid not cease with the long discussion of it in 
the house and the large adverse vote on its 
passage. Opposition to the bill has extended 


from congress to the press,and it finds more 


enemies than friends among the newspapers. 
Nearly all the New York papers after keeping 
up aconstant fire on the bill while it was be- 
ing considcred in the house have assumed a 
still more hostile tone toward it since it passed 
ihat body. Though its champions profess great 
confidence that this bill will become a law 
there are others who believe that its greatest 
perilis yet tocome. The senate will pass it, 
of course, and will probably add several mil- 
lions to its already heavy appropriations. So 
ihat finalilya billcarrying something like 


eighteen millions will be handed to the 
president for his signature. If _ it 
should be sent back with a 


veto the expectation of many members of con- 
gress would be fulfilled. The chances between 


the president’s approval and his veto are now 


considered about evenin Washington. The 
edict has gone forth from the white house that 
ail money bills, from the smallest pension to 
the largest of the general appropriation bill, 
are to be subjected to the closest scrutiny. 
Nobody doubts that the president will assert 
his veto power just when he thinks a proper 
occasion bas arisen. He has a way of doing as 
he pleases. Yet as to the river and harbor bill 
it isquite likely that his veto would not be 
gatal. A congress, republican in both branches, 
cid not hesitate to pass a bill of this kind over 
President Arthur's veto four years ago, 
though it appropriated§nineteen millions, and 
was carelessly constructed. Few measures 
can command so general a support in congress 
as ariver aud harbor bill which, beginning at 
the highest port in Maine encircles the entire 
coast of the country, and then ramifies 
througbout every section dumping appropria- 
tions and awakening a lively support in a 
thousand and one localities, President Arthur 
found that this bill was too big a power for 
him and President Cleveland may make a sim- 
jlar discovery. 
. GENERAL JOE WHEELER, 
of Alabama, in charge of the military academy 
bill, and making his clever speech for it last 
Saturday was the picture of congressional 
complacency. No man enjoys the possession 
ofaseat in the house more thanhe. The lux- 
ury is more delicious by reason of the 
recollection that it was tasted once 
before only to be snatched away by 
a relentless republican majority. With an un- 
contested title and important places on the 
committees the little general is happy. I hear 
that he makes a model congressman in his de- 
votion to the interest of his constituents and his 
feadiness to do anything in his power for 
them. He has established himself in a most 
fashionable quarter in the large mansion 
which Mrs. Archer occupied for years as a 
select boarding school that was in favor among 
southern girls. General Wheeler is one of the 
few southern members whois able to entertain, 
and his home has been the scene of some of 
the most elegant receptions of the season. Mrs. 
Wheeler and her charming daughters are great 
favorites in Washington. 
SENATOR BECK, 
of Kentucky, who is generally considered the 
leader of his party in the senate since Mr. 
Bayard was called to the other end of the 
avenue, is going to have strong and deter- 
pined opposition for another term. His pres- 
eut tenure is good until March 1889, but his 
opponents have already begun to lay the ropes 
to defeat him. The Kentucky democrats are 
divided into two factions as a result of their 
large majority. Senator Beck represents one 


and Senator Blackburn the Other. The anti- 
Beck wing of the party is 
. trying to make much capital out 


of Seuator Beck’s support of Mrs. Thompson 
for the Louisville postottice when half a dozen 
prominent politicians were urged for the 
place. The opposition. has not concentrated 
on a candidate against Mr. Beck, but half a 
dozen prominent democrats are already being 
Speaker Car- 
lisle is said to be casting his glances toward 
the senate, but he knows comparatively little 
of the political workers in the state, and there 
are Other possible candidates, itis said, who 
would prove more formidable to Mr. Beck. 
His friends are inclined to belittle the opposi- 
tion. They say that nobody can come any- 
where near beating him when the question is 
put to the people of Kentucky in the choice 
of their legislature. Mr. Beck does not ap- 
pear to be worried while his opponents are 
evidently very much disturbed. F. H. R.

An amendment offered by Mr, Conger was 
agreed to, modifying the first section of the 
bill which related to the class of companies to 
which the bill is made applicable.

Considerable debate arose between Messrs. 
Beck, Aldrich, Wilson of Iowa, Brown, 
Sewell, Stanford, VanWyck, McMillan and 
Gorman, as to the effect of the bill in its pres- 
ent amended condition and as it might be fur- 
ther modified by various proposed amend- 
ments, some of which have not yet been for- 
mally offered. 

Mr. Gorman, in the course of his remarks, 
said that Mr. Ingalls’s suggestion as to the in- 
terest of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad was 
anentire mistake. The bill would not prove 
tobe in the interest of that road, nor would 
the Camden amendment. 

Mr. Stanford, in the cou »f his remarks, 
made in reply to Mr. Beck and to some ques- 
tion of Mr. VanWyck, said the hardest com- 
petition which the Pacific railroads had to 
meet was the Cape Horn route. Speaking of 
the bill, as a whole, Mr. Stanford said with 
emphasis thatif it passed it meant complete 
commercial disasters. In reply 
a question by Mr. j 
as to whether the Pacific roads had not, at the 
time stated, controlled the Pacific Mail steam- 
ship line by paying in a million dollars a year 
in order «+ to stop competition, 
Mr. Stanford said the railroads had char- 
tered so many tons in those shipsand paid 
them somé amount for them—not so much as 
been stated--and filled them with such 
freight asthey did not want to carry on the 
roads, but that wasdone net to stop competi- 
tion, in a preper sense, but to preclude ruin- 
ous competition. He would not say that 
there was any blackmail in it. So far as the 
railroads were concerned it was business. 

Mr. Sewell said if the bill pecame a law with 
the Camden amendment in it, it would 
destroy the railroad system that we had been 
fifty years in building. 

At3:30 p. m., without further action on the 
bill, the senate adjourned. 


LOTTERY ADVERTISEMENTS. 


The House Passes the Bill Prohibiting Them 
in the District. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—After the introduc- 
tion of a numberof bills the house proceeded 
to the consideration of bills reported from the 
committee on the District of Columbia. 

Tbe bill providing for a free bridge across 
the Potomac river at Georgetown was passed 

An attempt was made to pass the bill to pro- 
hibit book making and pool selling in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, Mr. Hemphill, of South Car- 
olina, remarking that the time was auspicious 
for the passage of the bill as many of those 
members opposed to the measure were absent; 
but Mr. Compton, of Maryland, vigorously op- 
posed action on the billin absence of the ‘“‘good 
fellows” who had gone to the races, and it was 
postponed until the next district day in June. 

The bill to punish the advertisement of lot- 
tery tickets in the District of Columbia was 
next called up and after some time spent in an 
efiort to secure a quorum it was passed. 

Several bills of a purely local character were 
passed and the house adjourned. 


THE GROWING CROPS. 


Report of the Department of Agriculture 
for April. ; 
WASHINGTON, May 10.—The May crop re- 
port of the department of agriculture indicates 
an improvement in wheat, during April, of 
two points, with a general average of condition 
at %. There is no marked change anywhere 
but a slight advance noted in the Ohio valley, 
Missouri, Texas, Tennessee, Carolinas, Vir- 
ginia and Maryland. The May average last 
year was 70. Thesaeson has been favorable 
and the crop more advanced than usual. The 
average in principal states are: New York, 96; 
Pennsylvania, 95; Ohio. 97: Michigan, 91; In- 
diana, 8; Illinois,92; Missouri, 101; Kansas, 67. 
The condition of rye averages 96; barley 97. 
Cotton planting has been delayed by cold 
rains on the Atlantic coast and by overflows on 
the Gulf coast. The proportion to be planted 
in May averages 20 per cent. In average years 
the proportion does not exceed lior 15 per 
cent. The stand is necessarily decective on 
wet areas, but replanting is rapidly filling the 
gaps. The proportions already planted are as 
follows: North Carolina, 73; South Carolina, 
S2: Georgia, 83; Florida, 94; Alabama, 80; Mis- 
sissippi, 76; Louisiana, 77; Texas, 81; Arkansas, 
75; Tennessee, 77. 
While the season has been more advanced 
than usual north of thirty-seventh parallel, 
the heavy snows of early April in the west, 
and an excess of rain prior to April 15th have 
retarded spring plowing. It is somewhat more 
advanced than usual in the states between 
Maine and North Carolina, and in Wisconsin 
and Minnesota. Elsewere—in the south, cen- 
tral west, Missouri valley, and on the Pacific 
coast—it is below an average. In corn grow- 
ing states the preparation for seeding is later 
than in regions where small grains predomi- 
nate. It is‘estimated that 72 per cent. is done, 
In average years,,75 per cent. is the proportion. 


THE MORMON CASES. 


Decision of the United StatesSupreme Court 
in Three of Them, 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—The United States 
supreme court today rendered a decision in 
three Utah polygamy cases of Lorenzo Snow 
vs. the United States. 

Snow was convicted under the Edmunds act 
for unlawful cohabitation, and sent to prison 
where he now is. He appealed from the de- 
cree of the supreme court of the territory of 
Utah, which sustained the judgment of the 
lower court in which he was convicted. The 
supreme court of the United States holds that 
it has no jurisdiction in the cases, and there- 
fore dismisses them. Justice Blatchford de- 
livered the opinion, of court. He said that 
in the Cannon case the question of jurisdic- 
tion was not considered and as the case was 
decided at the present term it had been deci- 
ded to recall the mandate and dismiss the case 
for the want of jurisdiction in order that the 
reported decision may not appear to be a pre- 
cedent for the exercise of jurisdiction by the 
court in a case of the kind. 

The supreme court today adjourned until 
October. 


An Anti-Chinese Petition. 

WASHINGTON, May  10.—Representative 
Marrow has received a monster petition from 
the Knights of Labor of California. It is over 
two thousand feet long and contains the names 
of over fifty thousand persons. Every state, 
county and municipal officer, and every 
Knight of Labor of California has signed the 
petition. Every male aduit in many of the 
counties of the state has put his name to it. 
It prays for action on the part of congress, 
either by appropriate legislation or by a change 
in the present treaty with China, as may be 
necessary, to forever prohibit the farther im- 
migration of Chinese to United States.

Boycotts, Dynamite and Intemperance— 
The Clash With Trades Unions. 


Cuicaco, May 10.—The Daily News pub- 
lishes, this morning, the following secret cir- 
cular which, it says, has been received by the 
Knights of Labor of Chicago, and will be read 
in the various assemblies during the coming 
week : 


Noble Ordgr of the Knights of Labor of America, ° 


Philadelphia, May 8, 1886—To the order every- 
where, greeting: The responses to secret circular, 
issued March 13, has been so generous, and the in- 
dorsement of the seritiments contained in it has 
been so flattering, that I feel encouraged and 
strengthened in the work. Nearly 4,000 assemblies 
have yocess themselves to act on the advice con- 
tained in the circular of the 3d ultimo. I feel 
that it only requires the coming to the front 

the real men of our order to 
set us right before the world. We have been los- 
ing ground, so far as public opinion is concerned, 
for sometime. One of the causes is that we have 
allowed thfiigs to be done under the name of the 
Knights of Labor for which the organization was 
in no way responsible. Iask of our members to 
keep a jealous eye upon the doings of labor men 
who never labor, aid when they charge anything 


to our order in your locality, set  the~- 
seal of your condemnation upon 
it at once by denying it. If 


a paper criticises the Knights of Labor or its offi- 
cers, do not boycott it, and if you have any such 
boycotts on band, remove them. A journal not 
map since made some uncomplimentary allusions 
to the general master workman of the Kuights 
of Labor, and at the next meeting of the nearest 
essembly a motion was cast to boycott the paper ; 
not that alone, but every person who advertised 
in the columns of the paper. I wrote to the assem- 
bly asking that they remove the boycott and it 
was done. We must bear in mind that the general 
mester workman is oply a man and is not above 
criticism. We demand for ourselves the “right of 
free speech.’”’ We cannot consistently deny it to 
others. We must tolerate fair, open criticism. 
If a reply is necessary, make it in a 
gentlemanly, — manner, If we 
are criticised or abused by a blackguard sheet, 
treatitas you would a blackguard himself—in 
silence. That our aims and objects are good is no 
reason why ourmembers should be regarded as 
beings of superior build or material. We are no 
more salt of the earth than millionsof unknown 
toilers who do the work of the world. In our deal- 
ings with the laborers and capitalists we must 
deal justly andfairly by them. If we would have 
it equally done to us, we in turn must do equally 
to others. This is the aim of the Knights of Labor, 
and must not be lost sight of in the future. Let 
me direct your attention to a {few litt!e abuses: I 
find that wherever a strike occurs, appeals for 
aid are scattered broadcast among the assemblies. 
Do not pay one cent for such a purpose in the 
future unless the appeal comes from your own dis- 
trict assembly or the general assembly. If boycott 
notices are sent to you, burnthem. I have in my 
possession four hundred boycott notices which 
were sent to assemblies with request that they be 
acted upon. Let me mention some of them. 

A member is editing a pane: he fears a rival and 
proceeds to get into an altercation with him, boy- 
cotts him and then asks the order to carry it out. 
A certain paper is influential in one or the other of 
the political parties. Members of the opposing 
party conceive a plan of getting rid of the paper 
and they invoke the aid ofthe Knights of Labor, 
first taking precaution to have the _—— in ques- 
tion say something uncomplimentary' of 
the Knight of Labor. fact, our 
order has been used as tail for a 
hundred different kites, and in the future 
it must soar aloft free from all ofthem. I hate the 
word “boycott.’”’ I was boycotted ten years ago 
and could not get work at my trade for months. It 
is a bad practice; it has been handed to us by the 
capitalists. I have no use for it only when every- 
thing else fails. Appeals for aid, circulars, peti- 
tions, advertisements of every kind are scattered 
everywhere through the order. I copy a letter 
which comes to me on the subject: 

‘‘A large part of our time has been spent in read- 
ing boycott notices and appeals for aid, keeping us 
until 120’clock. We were led tobelieve the knights 
of Labor to be an educational institution, but this 
kind of education is not productive of good. We 
have no time forinstruction. What do you advise 
us to do?” 

I advise them toeitherto burn or table these 
matters and now ask the secretary of each assem- 
blytodothe same. If your Journal were not boy- 
cotted by our members it could be made the medi- 
um of communication between the general officers 


i 
a 


and the order but the Journal is not 
read _—_in one quarter of the assem- 
blies. Some assemblies send out documents in 


envelopes addressed to the secretary of assembly 
No. ——. In many places the secretaries have 
been discharged because of this practice. No 
member has the rightto address another in that 
way audif it is ever practiced again, the offender 
will be pnnished. Inthefuture the general exe- 
cutive board must not be interferred with in the 
programme ofits duty. Ifyou have confidence in 
them, sustain and obey them;ifnot, ask for their 
resignations. While the board was endeavoring 
to settle the southwestern trouble, assemblies 1n 
some places with the best of intentions, no 
doubt, were passing and publishing 
resolutions condemning Jay Gould.

I must have a chance to do 
something of benefit for the order and I cannot do 
itif 1am tosit for18 hours a day reading letters 
which have been answered and reanswered iu the 
Journal and constitution. What I willsay to the 
general assembly will be said to the entire order 
and you must give me time to prepare It.

Excitement Among the Lumbermen of Chi- 
cago—The Situation Elsewhere. 


CHicaGo. May 10.—Excitement over labor 
troubles this morning is principally confined 
to the lumber district. In that section great 
crowds assembled at an early hour to see 
whether any of the old hands in the yards 
and planing mills would return to work. 
Along Blue Island avenue ar:i 22nd street the 
sidewalks were lined with m:nand a heavy 
patrol of policemen was on hand to quell any 
disturbance. The only mill tv start up was 
that of P. Woehle & Co. Here eighty men 
went to work at eight hours with nine hours 
pay. Thos. R. Lyon put some of his teams to 
work, but they are employed by the month. 
The circumstance did not attract much at- 
tention. 

Later in the morning all the sash, door and 
blind factories in the district started up. 
About 1,500 men went to work. They will 
get nine hours pay for eight hours work. 
The planing mill men said they would start 
up butcould not, as they are depenifent on 
the lumber yards for material. ? 

THE RAILROADS RESUME. 

All the railreads in the city resumed opera- 
tions this morning, and are accepting and car- 
trying all freight offered without limit. The 
situation, however, is affecting freight hand- 
lers and is still unsettled, and has developed 
unexpected phases. The Baltimore and Ohio 
put its men to work this morning, conceding 
them the eight hour working day with nine 
hours’ pay. The freight handlers of this road 
t been acting in concert with other 
city fréight haiidlers, and gained their victory 
by independent negotiations with the com- 
pany. It is not known what effect this con- 
cession will have upon the other roads. A 
committee of striking freight handlers of the 
Chicago and Northwestern road called upon 
the cflicials of that road this morning and ex- 
pressed a desire to return to work onthe old 
besis. The company replied that the men had 
been given full notice to return to work, but 
they had failed to doso. As a consequence, 
the company has its business seriously inter- 
fered with, and had been at trouble and ex- 
pense in procuring new men. These men fill 
the working quota of the company, and it had 
no places to offer the men who had gone out on 
strike. 

Today was marked by a resumption of work 
in all the principal sash, door and blind fac- 
tories in the city ona basis of eight hours 
work and nine hours’ pay. One small box 
making establishment resumed on the same 
basis. Work was resumed in a!! the north and 
and senth side lumber yards today on the old 
basis ot ten hours work and ten hours’ pay. 
The great lumber yards, planing mills and 
box factories in the west division of the city, 
however, remain closed. Ti'ese combined in- 
terests employ 8,000 men anc boys. 

AN FXTRAORDINARY DEMAND. ¢ 

CHICAGO, Mav 11,—Nearl; all of the striking 

employes of Rothschild’s Sons’ furniture fac- 
tory returned to work Saturday, but yesterday 
notified the firm that they would not again re- 
turn to work until the socialistic agitator of 
their union, Stah]nacht, was released from ar- 
rest. David Rothschild, as a member of the 
furniture manufacturers’ union, has been 
especially active in securing the arrest of the 
man. Saturday evening brought all other 
members of the union down upon Rothschild’s 
mcn, and by threats of the usual anarchical 
kind, compelled them to again strike. 
Robert Kavfman, manager of the concern, 
has row notified the men that they have all 
been discharged permanently, and that the 
factory will remain closed until they would 
return for ten hours pay for ten hours’ work. 
His patience was completely exhausted, and 
under no consideration would the firm have 
any further communication with them looking 
to any sort of compromise. ‘This action leaves 
allthe furniture workers in the city locked 
out, without any prospect of getting back with- 
out unconditionally surrendering. 
FREIGHT HANDLERS APPLYING FOR WORK. 
CHICAGO, May 10.—The freight handlers 
flocked back to their former places of work 
this morning to goto work, and a very large 
percentage found their places filled perina- 
nently. Atthe Illino*‘s Central 150 reported 
for duty today, but only fifty were em- 
ployed. Onlyfone or two roads took back tae 
old employes in a body. 

GARMENT CUTTERS STRIKE. 
PHILADELPHIA, May 10.—About 600 gar- 
ment cutters and trimmers employed in the 
various Wholesale clothing establishments in 
this city struck today for a reduction of work- 
ing hours from 10 to 8 a day with ten hours’ 
pay. The strike will throw out of employ- 
ment several thousand women and girls.

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IRISH HOME RULE 


SECOND READING OF MR, GLAD- 
STONE'S BIEL, 


The Premier Makes o Few Remarks, Showing That 
the Irish Ask no More Than the Canadians 
Asked of Parlieament—Other Happen. 
ings From the Old Worid, - 


LonpDON, May 10.—Mr. Gladstone's voice at 
the outset of his speech in advocacy of his 
motion for a second reading of the home rule 
bill was indistinct, hoarse-and feeble, but it 
cleared as he proceeded, said he desired 
at the opening to make a statement of his per- 
sonal position, which he had entirely refrain- 
ed from making when he introduced the bill. 
He had never at any period desired home rule 
in Ireland as incompatible with imperial uni- 
ty. [Cries of “oh, oh!) That was exactly so. 
[Cheers.}] The contradiction had come from 
some members who visited Midlothian,making 
spéeches stuffed fullof totally untrue and 
worthless assertions. [‘‘Oh, oh,” and cheers.] 

In 1671 he had expressed great satisfaction 
with which he had heard the statements of 
supporters of home rule,as those statements 
contemplated nothing leading toa severance 
of the empire. [Parnellite cheers.! Two ques- 
tions always presented themselves to his 
mind regarding home rule. Firstly, it must 
be shown that it was desired by the great 
mass of population of Ireland. That condi- 
tion had never been absolutely and unequivo- 
cally present untilthe passing of the repre- 
sentation of the people act. [(heers. | 

Secondly. Was home rule compatible with 
the unity of the empire’? That question had 
been answered by Mr. Parnell,§ who had de- 
clared that what he songht under name of 
bome rule was simply the autonomy of [reland. 

The speaker had been charged with experi- 
menting in politics without grave cause. Here 
they had the gravest of causes, for they were 
dealing with a people and a country whose 
radical sympathies were against law, especial- 
ly criminal law, which had never obtained 
the confidence or obedience of the Irish peo- 
ple. The alternative, coercive and reform 
measures, had been tried. They had equally 
failed to conciliate. The medicine of coercion, 
especially had been a medicine continually 
applied in increasing doses and with dimin- 
ishing results. [Parnellite cheers.]} 

Here the speaker reviewed the history of 
the past in an endeavor to prove that only a 
thorough measure which would be satisfactory 
to Ireland was now favorable. As regards the 
autonomy of Ireland being a menace to the 
unity of the empire, he reminded the house 
that the same argument was employed against 
Canadian independence, when it was deter- 
mined to concede home rule to Canada. Can- 
ada was in the precise temper attributed to 
Ireland today. Canada did not get home rule 
She was

e case of Canada was not paralell to the 
‘ease of Ireland. [Opposition cheers.] Not 
inevery particular. So the bill offered to Ire- 
Jand is different in important details from the 
acts which disposed of the ease of Canada. 
But although not paralell their positions are 
analagous. What was the issue in the case of 
Canada’ Government from Downing street. 
These few words embrace the whole contro- 
versy. A government from Downing street 
meaning of course a government from West- 
minster. [Hear! Hear'] 

What was the cry of those who resisted au- 
toucmy in Canada’ It was acry which has 
slept a long time, acquiring vigor from sleep- 
ing. It wasacry thatthe unity of the em- 
pire would be endangered. In his opinion of 
the relations of Canada and England then, 
there was very great danger to the unity of 
the empire; but it was a remedy for mischief, 
not the mischief itself, which was regarded as 
dangerous. [Irish cheers.] In this 
the cases of lreland and Canada are precisely 
parallel. There is danger to the unity of the 
cmpire in our present relations with Ireland. 

tut the opponents of the bill have applied 
thecry of danger to the remedy instead of the 
exisiing mischief. [Cheers.] In those days 
the people of Canada were habitually de- 
nounced in this house as rebels. [Prolonged 
government and Parnellite cheers.] Some of 
these so-called rebels were Protestants of Eng- 
lish and Scotch birth, bat a majority were 
Catholics of French extraction. Was the cry 
against them raised because they were French 
extraction Catholics?. No, sir. The English 
in upper Canada did exactly the same 
thing. Both rebelled. He (Gladstone) re- 
membered O'Connell, in the course of the de- 
bate on Canada, in referring to the French- 
Canadian leader, Paperinau, saying: “This 
cease is just the case of Ireland, with this diff- 
erence: The Canadian agitator has an “O”’ at 
the end of his name instead of at the begin- 
ning.’ [Langhter.} ‘The Canadian rebels 
were suppressed; but at the moment of mili- 
tary victory, political difficulty began and the 
victors were vanyuished. If we were military 
victors, tbe Canadians were victorious in the 
field of reason. [Cheers.! 

Here Mr. Gladstone referred to the signiti- 
cant expression of opinion that had come across 
the Atlantic approving the vital principles of 
the bill. [Cheers and derisive cries.| He 
asked the gentlemen who appeared to think 
that these manifestations of opinion of Ameri- 
ca were worthless--[hear, hear]--if they 
would have considered them worthless if the 
inanifestations had condemned the bill. 
|Cheers. | 

Coming to the leading objections to the bill, 
he said he noticed that the first was an objec- 
ion to the exclusion of Irish members from 
the imperial parliament as a breach of the car- 
dinal principle that there ought not to be tax- 


ation without representation. The oppo- 
nents of the bill _ said that England 
conld never enforce taxation in Ireland 


without representation and that nothing bunt 
the consent of Ireland would induce them to 
contemplate such action for a moment. Many 
members were not even satisfied with the con- 
sent of Ireland. Besides this, genera! consti- 
tutional chjection, there existed a regret that 


there would cease to be a _ symbolical 
represe niation of the unity of 
the ¢mpire through the absence of 


Irish members. Now, history has shown us 
that in foreign or what he preferred to call 
over-the-sea affairs, the Irish people do not 
stand in thesame relation as the people of 
England and Scotland. (“Hear, hear,” and 
cries of “No.”} I3 it a wonder that in a coun- 
try with woes so great and whose hopes have 
so often been doomed to disappointment 
the mind of the people should be confined to 
the position of theirown country. An essen- 
tial principle tothe Irish le has become 
the control of their own affairs. Still the bill 
provides that Ireland shall not be excluded 
from imperial affairs. Clause twenty-nine 
provides for a recal] of representatives iu both 

ouses of the Irish parliament before parlia- 
ment can proceed to the alteration of the 
statute upon which the two countries do not 
agree. Another clause provides that, on cer- 
tain conditions the Irish assembly may vote 
sums of money for the purposes excluded from 
its ordinary cognizance. He trusted that 
should Great Britain be involved in a great 
war. when Ireland would,be exposed to a 
danger, the @ Irish assembly 
would respond to the meg #ge from the crown 
by voting money to proy ute the war. [Oppo- 
sition laughter]. Thow A abiding in principle 
that the Irish membes should not sit in the 
the imperi par ent, the government 
was willing to meet the difficulty by providing 
ihat when it was p oposed to alter the taxation 
‘f Ireland, relating to customs and excise 


duties, the Irish members would be enabled 
appear in parliament and share in the 
(Cries of “hear.“hear’]. The 
| also willing to appoint a joint commi 
from the English and Irish parliaments whi 
| would meet from time to time toconsidersome 
questions of imperial or common interest. No 
great question, such as succession to the crown 
cught to fall under the discussion of this sec- 
ondary authority, but many questions, such as 
treaties of commerce, might require direct 
communication between both parliaments. He 
would therefore propose, on behalf of the gov- 
ernment, some plan of this kind. He proceed- 
ed to explain that the government remained 
undecided as to the conditions under which 
Irsh members or an Irish commission should 
appear in the imperial parliament. The gov- 
ernment did not consider this to be a vital 
point. In his opinion, if the Irish members 
came back in any number, it wouid be neces- 


Saly to devise a new system of election. He 
would certainly have no jealousy of 
Irish members. If they should re- 
appear in their force he would 


rather bave them amply than scantily and 
jealously treated. 

In conclusion, he declared that the main 
object of the biil was to abolish, root and 
branch, the discontent prevailing in Ireland, 
and to restore social order by the removal, not 
merely of the symptoms, but of the causes of 
that discontent. If the opponents of the bill 
had an alternative policy, what was it, he 
asked. HM Lord Randolph Churchill should 
undertake the task of settiing Ireland, what 
did he mean todo’ Was his plan that pre- 
posed by the loyalists in Belfast last Novem- 
ber’ The English government might he dar- 
ing, but not so daring as to undertake 
to reconstyuct the Irish government without 
touching the legislative difficulties. If Lord 
Hartington had a plav, let him declare it. 
He appealed to Lord Hartington to state his 
solution of the Irish problem. They had 
reached a crisis in the history of the nation. 
The path of boldness was the only path of 
safety. ([Cheers.] All men ought to know 
their own mind and ought to tell it. The 
fate of Ireland could not be cast into the 
lottery of politics. [Parnellite cheers.}] He 
had been told that he was stecring Ireland to 
certain ruin. Let opponents show the way te 
escape. Let Lord Hartington, in moving the 
rejection of the bill, trace a visible or palpable 
road throught the darkness. [Cheers.] 

“The members of the house have before 
them a_ great opportunity to close 
the strife of seven hundred years, age, and of 
knitting, by bonds firmer and higher in char- 
acter than heretofore, the hearts and affections 
of the Irish people, and of cementing the 
nobleffabric of the British nation.” [Loud and 
prolonged cheers. ] 

Mr. Gladstone was followed by Lord Hart- 
ington, who on rising was greeted with cheers. 
He asked if Mr. Parnell had ever stopped 
shortof asking forthe compiete independence 
and restoration of Ireland to her place among 
the vations of the world. He (Hartington) 
feared that the premier had settled the matter 
without mature consideration. With refer- 
ence to submittibg an alternative measure, 
he failed to remember a single 
instance in which Mr. Gladstone had taken 
the course he new asked dissentients to take, 
who were unprepared to suggest in what di- 
rection the measure before the house could be 
immediately revised. He believed that the 
conclusion made tonight would not meet the 
demands of (hamberlain. In conclusion, he 
moved that the bill be read six months hence. 

The debate was adjourned until Thursday, 

The St. James Gazette denounces the action 
of the meeting at the Academy of Masic in 
New York, last Friday evening, in adopting 
resolutions commending Mr. Gladstone’s home 
rule policy. The Gazette says the originators 
of the meeting were “rebels and outlaws and 
its supporters aliens.” “There exists,” says 
the paper, “a good deal of genuine American 
sympathy fot the work of breaking up the 
British empire. Will this sympathy cease 
when Parnell receives his present demand and 
asks for more after home rule is conceded ” 
Englishmen are not likely to favor rebellion 
because it is backed up by foreign dictation.”

Disarmivg the Loyalists. 

DUBLIN, May 10.—It has been learned tha 
the constables in Ulster are engaged in col- 
lecting the names and addresses of all persons 
in the district who, during the past three 
years, have purchased arms and ammunition. 
The work is being carried on underthe direc- 
tion of the government at London, and the 
information desired is being furnished by 
shippers, who bave generally retained direc- 
tions under which their consignments have 
been ordered. It is believed that the govern- 
ment intends to disarm the loyalists in Ire- 
land, and that John Morley’s motion to con- 
tinue the coercion act of Iss1 was made with 
a view to its application in the interests of 
public order against the threatening minority. 


CGreece’s Ministry Resigns. 


ATHENS, May 10.--The Greek ministers per- 
sisted in resigning, despite King George’s re- 
fusal, on Sunday, to accept their resignations. 
The Official Journal approves the ministerial 
action, and says it believes itis for the best 
interests of Greece. The king met the cabinet 
today at noon and accepted their resignations, 
The king immediately sent for M. Rikakis, 
and commissioned him to form a new ministry.

Th«ss men go 
to work at five o'clock, starting from their 
homes and collecting the mail as they come, 
About 7 a. m., they begin the first or morn- 
ing delivery, and when they get around 
they then return, collecting as they come in. 
Arriving at the postoffice, they busy them- 
selves in assorting and distributing the mails, 
beginning the second or noon delivery about 11 
a.m. This takes in the mails that comein by 
the Atlanta, Central, Southwestern, Columbus 
and Georgia railroad trains. Beginning 2 p. m., 
the aftexnoon delivery of northern mails 
coming in by the East Tennessee road, The 
collection of mails for the outgoing trains 
takes up the afternoon, and at 7:30 au accom- 
modation delivery is made in the business 
portions of the city. 

Taking all these things into consideration, 
the eight hour law would prove impractici- 
ble in this city. It would be a nuisance to 
business men. The old box rent system 
would be preferable. Then the force of car- 
riers would be far too small to do the work. 
It would take at least four more carriers to 
bandle the mails, and would be an unsatis- 
factory arrangement all round.

It is his intention to 
appear before the people as frequently as 
possible, and from now on he will be heard 
from on the hustings in the different coun- 
ties of the state, as quickly as he can go 
irom one to another. _ 


General Gordon and His Candidacy. 

A review of the arguments made against 
the candidacy of General Gordon by the pa- 
pers that oppose him, may be summarized as 
follows: 

1. That General Gordon should not aspire 
to the office because it belongs to Major Ba- 
eon. It is new doctrine to the people of 
Georgia that the highest office in their gift 
belongs to any man, until they have, by 
their votes, given it to him. Still more will 
they be surprised to learn that the right to 
this office has been acyuired by successive 
defeats and by a canvass extending over 
nearly an entire decade. The pretense is 
absurd. Major Bacon has no right to the 
office until the people give, itto him. Until 
then the humblest citizen of the state has 
full and unequivocal and indisputable right 
to contest with him for it before the people. 
Major Bacon isan honorable and estimable 
gentleman. If the people want him to be 
governor they will say so, and that will end 
it. If they do not want him, they cannot 
be bulldozed into taking him on the ground 
that no one else has the right to ask for it. 

2. That Major Bacon should have it be- 
cause he was cheated out of it. Major 
Bacon was defeated for the nomination by a 
regularly called democratic convention, un- 
der a perfectly parliamentary proceeding, 
before an honorable committee. It may 
have been unjust to him—grant it. But 
General Gordon has been ‘‘eheated out of it,”’ 
alsc—not by democrats, in democratic con- 
vention assembled, though. open and regular 
and unassailable procedure, but by republicans 
backed by bayonets, and in the most shame- 
less and indefensiblemanner. He lost it not 
after a mild and pleasant still-hunt among 
democrats, but it was stolen from’ him after 
# campaign in which every speech was made 
under menace—in which every act was one 
of heroism,and which stands still unequalled 
in courage and brilliancy in the political an- 
nals of the state. If one wrong has been 
committed, as claimed by Major Bacon’s 
friends, certainly two have been. ‘Will any 
democrat hesitate as to which was the most 
flagrant, and which was tought for more gal- 
lantly, and which needs redress most ur- 
gently. 

3. That General Gordon is the candidate 
of what certain persons are pleased to call 
“the Atlanta ring.’’ The first two argu- 
ments are foolish. The third is false. As 
the campaign develops this will be abund- 
antly proven. It will appear that the very 
men who have fought the so-called ‘‘Atlanta 
ting’”’ most bitterly and most conspicuously, 
are the most earnest supporters of General 
Gordon. Name after name of those who 
have led the assaults against the alleged 
“‘ring”’ from first to last will be found fore- 
most in the ranks of General Gordon’s sup- 
porters. Indeed the earliest calls upon him, 
and the most persistent, were made by those 
who have been praised as the stoutest oppo- 
nentsofthe alleged ‘‘ring.’’ All of which 
will duly appear. 

It will be remembered that the so-called 
-“ring’’ is at last the people. The candi- 
dates supported by what is called the ‘‘ring”’ 
have received unprecedented majorities. If

These issues will be 
live, pertinent and will touch the interests 
of the people. When they are fatrly sprang, 
the preeent puerile twaddle will be swept 
away. General Gordon never has, in peace 
or war, fought a halting campaign, and he 
does not propose to do it now. 


The Primary vs. the Caucus. 

The Athens Banner,one of the most earne -’ 
supporters ot Major Bacon, will not advan’ - 
that gentleman’s claims by denouncing t': 
system of primary elections. In a late iss: 
it says: ‘‘It (the primary) is one of the mo © 
successful farces ever put on the politic: 
stage.’’ 

If anything is settled in our political his- 
tory, it is that the little ‘‘courthouse meet- 
ing’’ does not satisfy the people, and that 
the primary election does satisfy them. The 
one is the device of the politicians; the 

‘other is the method of the people. The one 
incites revolt in the party ranks; the other 
infallibly quiets party disaffection. 

Will the Banner say that the meeting of 
forty-one people that assembled in Clarke 
county courthouse, the other day, was as 
safe and as fair an expression of the will of 
the people as will be, for instance, the 
primary which is ordered to be held in 
Houston county next month? In one par- 
ticular alone the primary will always pre- 
vail over the caucus: It prevents snap- 
judgment. Its decision must be deliberate 
and open. Its issues must be discussed and 
all the people participate in its verdict. 
With the courthouse meeting it is different. 
It can be called hurriedly, its proceedings 
cut and dried, and indulged in only by a 
few. Take, for instance, the meeting in the 
Banner’s own county. It was ealled without a 
single reason, so far as the public ean see, ex- 
cept to get quick judgment and advance the 
claims of a certain candidate. It was called 
before even the state committee had met to 
call the convention to which its delegates 


were appointed, Only forty-one people, as— 


the vote shows, took part in its proceedings, 
and twenty delegates were chosen. The 
committee of five sent out to select delegates 
selected four of its own number and the 
chairman who appointed them. Does the 
Banner muintain that this sort of thing 
compares to the primary election for fairness 
and freedom and accuracy in expressing the 
popular will? 

The state committee should order prima- 
ries in every county. It should do this re- 
gardless of whose candidacy it effects, be- 
cause it is right and fair, and is the only way 
to get at the true wishes of the party. 


The State Militia. 


The encampment at Savannah was in- 
tended to celebrate the centennial of the 
Chatham Artillery. This design was carried 
out so successfully that the occasion will long 
be remembered by those who partieipated. 
The result of the encampment, however, is 
likely to be more far-reaching than its pro- 
jectors had hoped. The military spirit of 
the state has been thoroughly re-aroused. 
The success of the Savannah encampment 
wos a success not less in its social aspects 
than in its military features, and it has 
demonstrated what a pleasant and promi- 
nent part annual military encampments 
can be made to play in the history of the 
state. 

It was such a success, indeed, that it 
prompted Governor McDaniel, in his address 
at the Hussars’ banquet, to make sugges- 
tions which will be indorsed by everybody 
in the state. They are suggestions, more- 
over, which are strictly in keeping with the 
spirit of the constitution of the state. Gov- 
ernor McDaniel announced that he is in fa- 
vor of state assistance in the direction of 
placing the militia of the state on a proper 
footing. The state militia has never re- 
ceived from the legislature the attention 
that it deserves, or that the constitution of 
the state authorizes. 

The governor, in the course of his re- 
marks, said that the militia of the state 
should be gathered in encampment every 
year, and this suggestion will surely meet 
the approval of all who perceive the neces- 
sity of placing our militia on a proper foot- 
ing. Savannah is one of the tew cities of the 
state where the military spirit is at its best, 
and this fact has undoubtedly had a tremen- 
dous influence in moulding the society of that 
fair city, which is the most refined, the 
most charming and the most hospitable in 
the world. 

The governor is of the opinion that the 
time is not far distant when the legislature 
can be induced to authorize annual encamp- 
ments and give such aid as will render such 
assemblages profitable and successful. - It is 
to be hoped that the legislature will move 
in this matter of its own accord, but if it is 
necessary to bring any pressure, it will be 
found that the best sentiment of the state is 
unanimously in favor of giving our militia 
the necessary aid to place it on a proper 
footing. 


An Overworked Word. 

The New York Sun raises a protest be- 

cause out of twenty-three members of a 
grand jury, six have opposite each of their 
names the word ‘‘gentleman,’’ while the 
others are described as ‘‘merchants,’’ 
“‘clerks,’’ ‘‘mechanics,’’ ete. Our contem- 
porary says: 
i What does that mean? Is there, in this republic, 
a distinct classof men called ‘‘gentlemen,’’ and 
are they beings apart from those in trade or with 
some regular oecupation? In other words, if six of 
the grand jury are gentlemen, are the remaining 
seventeen not gentlemen, but merely bankers, 
brokers, merchants, 2nd manufacturers? 

In England, from about the time of Henry V., 
the term gentleman as a legal addition and de- 
scription, came to have a pretty precise meaning, 
but here in the United States it is a word unknown 
tothe law. There, according te the definition of 
Dr. Johnson, “‘it is used of any man however 
bigh;’’ but it was ap) lied more strictly to one who, 
without any title, bore a coat of arms, or whose 
ancestors had been freemen. if an Englishman 
was described in a grand jury list, for instance, as 
a “gentleman,” the inference would be that he was 
a person of birib, according to aristocratic notions 
of gentility. 

It is too small a matter to provoke serious 
discussion. Of course we all know that in 
this country any man has it in his power to 
make himself a gentleman. Even when he 
lacks the innate elements of gentility, it is 
possible for him to put on a little polish and 
pass himself offas a neatly executed coun- 
terfeit of the genuine article. 
._._ Dr. Johnson’s definition of the word 


“gentleman,” qnoted by the San, is not

complete without a citation from the Ei ‘% 


lish law books. Blackstone quotes 
Thomas Smith as saying: ~~ Nia 
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“As for gentlemen, they be made good cheap in , 


this kingdom; for whosoever studie:h the lags 
of the realm; who studieth in the unit@&sities, who 
professeth the Hbéfal sciences, and, t@ be short; 
who can live idly and without manual labor, and 
will bear the part, charge and countenance of a 
gentleman, he shall be called Master, forthat is 
the title which mea give to esquires and other 
gentlemen, and shail be taken for a gentle- 
man.” : 


This language sounds a little quaint af 


the present day, but there is no mistaking 
its meaning. The definition, it will be seen, 
is just as applicable to society here as it is 
to“®eciety in England. One queer thing, 
however, sticks ont very prominently. Ac- 
cording to Sir Thomas Smith, aman : 
‘‘hbear the port, charge and countenance Ga 
gentleman,’’ before he is entitled to - rank 
as such. Our young readers may be in 
doubt as to this requisite. Any man with 
the proper amount of self-respect, spirit and 
dash may manage the ‘‘port and charge’ 
business, but we are not so sure about the 
“‘countenance.’’ If it means that a gentle- 
man must have a handsome or a good-look- 
ing face, then some of our most estimable 
citizens are hopelessly left. 

Butitisallright. Ifaman’s vanity leads 
bim to describe himself as a gentleman, on 
a jury list or in a city directory, he may fee! 
in duty bound to act out the role in every- 
day life. So with coats-of-arms. They hurt 
nobody, and sometimes influence their own- 
ers to attempt the realization of their high 
ideals. So much the better. 


Greece and Turkey. 

All the ambassadors, except the Russian 
representative, have left Athens, and the 
ports of the little kingdom are commanded 
by the guns of the allied fleet. Greek 
troops are hurrying to the frontier, where 
they will find plenty of warlike Turks. It 
is not likely, however, that the powers will 
do more than blockade the ports, and it is 
not probable that Turkish troops will go out 
of their way to precipitate an encounter 
with the Greeks. 

The fear in Turkey is that fighting on the 
Thessalian frontier will arouse the Christian 
population in all parts of the Balkan penin- 
sula, and that the inevitable dissolution will 
be at hand. The Greeks in Macedonia and 
Albania and the liberated people of Servia, 
Montenegro and Bulgaria would not be apt 
to sit still while Turkey crushes the life out 
of Greece. 

And behind the small states of theBalkans, 
loom great Russia and restless France, both 
of which countries are_ acting strangely so 
lar as the Eniopean concert is concerned. 
France seems ready to combine with Russia, 
and both seem inclined to break the pro- 
gramme of the other powers in the case of 
Greece. So the war-cloud is not such a little 
cloud after all. It may become a very large 
one. 


The Ohio Man. 

[t is with a thrill of genuine surprise that 
we learn from a letter recently composed by 
Editor Murat Halstead, of Cincinnati, that 
the average Ohio man has a large and varie- 
gated appetite which leads him, often in 
body, but more frequently in migd, to dine 
at Delmonico’s, in New York. It is to be 
feared, however, that this neat description 
of a lovely situation is too good to be true. 

As a matter of fact, the average Ohio 
man’s appetite is easily satisfied. Give him 
a federal office, a mug of beer and a hunk of 
loud-smelling cheese, and Delmonico’s has 
no attractions. It should be said, however, 
that Mr. Halstead’s letter was read before 
a number of Ohio men who have made New 
York city their home. No doubt they are 
by this time thoroughly civilized. Instead 
of reading the Cincinnati papers, they read 
the afternoon papers of New York, and in 
other ways conform themselves to the civil- 
ization they find about them. 

In regard to these able and intelligent 
citizens, Mr. Halstead says they have been 
driven out of Washington by the results of 
the democratic strike; but we suspect he is 
mistaken. Many of the Ohio men who 
formerly conti: led affairs in the capital of 
our common coi try are skylarking with the 
Chicago anarchic: 's, while others are working 
on the Panama canal. As the average Ohio 
editor remarks, this is as it should be. The 
Obio men in New York are no doubt very 
clever men, but they bear no sort of relation 
to the native Ohio men who are now engaged 
in clingipg to the tails of both political 
parties.

THE New York Herald calls attention to 
one of the most remarkable festivals on 
record. It says: 

The citizens of Montdidier. in France, are iust 
now celebrating by a two weeks’ fete the first cen- 
tenary of the introduction of the potato into 
trance. France was late in its recognition of this 
modest, but most useful esculent, for Sir Walter 
Raleigh carried it from America and planted it on 
his estate in Ireland just two hundred years 
before M. Parmentier laid out his first 
potato patch on the Plain of Sablons. 
Parmentier was an apothecary in 
the service of Louis X VL, and it is his devotion to 
the Cause of the potato that the citizens of Mont- 
didier are now celebrating. But the French have 
fully retrieved the delay with which they wel- 
comed the new and ungainly root, since it is now 
alleged of them that they know how to cook it in 
three hundred and thirty different ways. M. Par- 
mentier gave a banquet on one occasion, at which 
Benjemin Franklin assisted, and whereat the en- 
tire menu was made up of potatoes, even the 
liquor imbibed, on the occasion being distilled 
a9 the sanfe prolific and comprehensive vege- 
table.

They should discuss it 
without prejudice or passion, and with common 
sense and in a commercial spirit alone. But this

Professor Henry Carter Adams in discussing the 


subject recently before the students of Cornell uni-- 


versity, took the ground thatthe shortening of the 
hours is one way of giving to the workingman a 
share in the benefits of the great inventious of the 
past century. These inventions haye shortened 
the amount of labor, and unless the norma! work~- 
ing day is shortened, they contribute chiefly to 
the satisfaction of a privileged class, 


Prof. Adams also discussed the economic mini- 
mum. No one knows asyet whatitis. Only the 
crucial test of practice ean determine tt. It is con- 
ceded now, however, that the average man can do 
and does do as much in ten hours as in twelve or 
thirteen hours per day. - The ten-hour rule, in other 
words, did not increase the cost of any produgt. 
May not this be the case when the eight-hour plan 
is adopted” The economic minimum is what both 
sides should seek to ascertain in a friendly and 
business-like spirit. It is the essence of the case, at 
least fromthe standpoint of the man who desires 
to purchase labor.

The friends of secia) progress have some- 
thing to gay. Statistics show beyond room for 
dispute that there is less drunkenness among 
short-time’ © than among long-time la- 
borers. Prof. Adams says there is a physiological 
reason for this. Long time labor exhausts the ner- 
vous energy and leads to the craving for stimulants 
It is manifestly impossible to cultivate the mental 
an‘| spiritual nature when one can give to it only 
the fag end of an exhaustive day. Long time, 
therefore, means the permanency of the low condi- 
tion in which many laborers at presentexist. Short 
time means the possibility; at least, of growth. 


Let noone, as We pass along, think that thisis @ 
wholly new question. It was agitated as long ago 
as 1515in England. In the laber meetings o! tha’ 
day one of the Common banners was: 

‘*Kight hours of work, 
Eight hours of play, 
Eight hours of sleep, 
Eight shillings a day.”’ 


Practically all the workingmen in our large fac- 
tories are asking that eight hours shall ¢onstitute 
the normal working day. Thousands are on strike, 
and the vast body that are not on strike, are in 
sympathy with the movement, and will be affected 
by the result. The lepgth and breadth of the 
movement can not well be overstated. It is the 


fixed desire of the workers in our cities and of large 
districts about them. 


Practically, too, it is a demand for ten hours’ 
wages for eight hours’ work. No matter what 


aj night of Labor here and there may say, the 


trades unions want a reduction in the hours of 
labor without a proportionate reduction in wages. 
To be plain, they want a chance to earn their 
And they have 
their theory and the employer has his; and the 
vexed question ishung up between theories, and 
there is much strife and ditcord and derangement 


of business, simply because the parties interested 


permit antagonism and prejudice to supplant hard 
sense and common interest. 


The question of wages is, of course, one of dif- 
ficulty and complexity. The wisest caunot draw 
the line in a satisfactory manner. Jefferson Davis, 
in a recent letter, says: ‘‘The wages of the employes 
should be measured by the profits of the corpora- 
tion;’’ but the grasping corporations would not ac- 
cept such a programme when they are prosperous, 
and the workmen would st:rve when the eorpora- 
tions are not “making moncy’’ At no time would 
the workmen, who would practically be minority 
members of the corporation or partners, have a 
voice in the management. The profits could be re- 
duced by loose or reckless management, or by ex- 
travagaut salaries paid ont to the management. 
In many trades, like that of iron or textiles, a bet” 
ter plan would be found in a sliding scale based 
upon the net average selling price of the product. 
This is the plan in use at Pittsburg among the iron 
workers, and it is reasonable and satisfactory to 
all concerned. 


But the wages question, like all other import- 
ant and far-reaching questions, must doubtless 
struggle on to asolution through thick and thin, 
throogh wars and starvation and even blood+ 
shed. The truth will be reached at last. The 
chances are that the working day will be enly 
eight hours long. The chances are that the labor. 
er’s relation to the product will be more closely 
defined. And if there conld be more persiasion 
and less force, more arbitration and less antago” 
nism, a just result would be reached with more 
ease and less trouble. [ft is some satisfaction to 
know that as the process of settlement goes on, the 
tyrants on the one hand and the anarchists on the 
other, will have the unnecessary friction to bear. 
Let the unreasonable have a clear field, and may 
they, one and all, come out so badly punished that 
they will be content to behave themselves ever af- 
terwards,

THE “PRIMARY” PROPOSITION, .

A Strong Bacon County Moved by the Eloquence of | 


Gordon—A Stampede to the Gallant 


Aveusta, Ga, May 10.—[Special.]—The 
followirg is Major Bacon’s reply to General 
Gordon’s letter of May 8th, as to the mode of 
selecting candidates to the gubernatorial 
nominating convention: 

Macon, Ga., May 10, 1886.~—General John B. Gor- 
don, DeKalb county, Ga.: Dear Sir—I find pub- 
lished in the Telegraph, The Chronicle and THe 
CONSTITUTION and 


. gree 4 to 
conform to what appears to beourchosen mediam 
of communication, I reply te the same through 
the public press, YouendI were both in Savan- 
nab during the past week and daily met each other 
personally. In now denoting your desire that we 
regree upon a plan by which, in the pending con- 
test, “the will of the democratic people of Georgia 
can be best aseertained,’’ I might, with propriety, 
express some surprise that you failed to avail your- 
self of the opportunity thus presented to then con- 
fer with me relative to the proposition which 
you now Wake. It would not have been 
premature for you to have done 80, a3, if you were 
correclly reported, you were then actively canvass- 
ing for suppert among those whom you there 
met, 

In response to your proposition I make the fvl- 
lowing reply: AslI understand it, the custom of 
the party in this state has been for the executive 


committee to fix the date and place for 
the assembling of the convention aad 
the basis of representation. The couu- 


ties have always beet: left? to decide for them- 
selves the mannerin which they should choose 
their delegates. Some of them have adopted the 


. plan of primary elections and others have made 


their selections of delegates through the 
means of mass meetings. I believe the peo- 
ple of the several counties are fully 


capable of determining for themselves which plan 
is best adapted to their convenience and the 
proper ascertainment of the popular preference. 
Whenever they choose to resortto a primary elec- 
tion, their action will meet with my full approval. 
Wherever, on the contrary, they decide tb meet to- 
gether in open mass meeting, I shall acquiesce in 
their action. I believe that the democratic 
yoters of the several counties can de- 
termine better than the executive committee 
or perhaps better than you or myself the mode 
best suited to the situation of their several com- 
munities. Theonly office of the executive com- 
mittee is to supply the needa of a head to the organ- 
ization. With that accomplished, I favor the largest 
liberty of action to the people, and the smallest 
constraint or dictation by. either committee or 
candidates. I am opposed to centralized power of 
all kinds whether it is found in the private organ- 
ization of individuals for their own person- 
al political ends or in the committees necessary to 
party machinery. 

As those who are known to be your political 
fxends nave in the past very largely projited by 
the use of the modes of proceedure which have 
heretofore been pursued, it is to be presumed 
that you will not condemn the 
same as having in those instances failed to ascer- 
tain honestly and fully “the will of the democrat- 
ic people of Georgia.’’ 

I have never feared a full expression of the pop- 
ular wiil, Ihave no fear of it now. I shall be 
satisfied that such popular will] shall find its 
expression in the manner in which the 
people of each county shall determine 
for .zhemsleves, You will pardon me for saying that 
the time has come when party policy in this state 
should be shaped without reference to the wishes 
of candidates. Conventions and elections are held 
presumably in the interest ofthe people rather 
than in the interest of candidates, and the wishes 
of the former should neyer be made subservent 
the interest of the latter. The executive com 
mit ee might resent asimpertinent any aitampt 
on our part to dictate its line of action, 
and the people would certainly repudiate any ef- 
fortof thecommittee to control or restrict their 
mode of procedure in the appointment of dele- 

ates, 
So far as Iam personally fconcerned I will be 
cqntent to abide the resultof either primary elec- 
tions or the action of mass meetings in the several 
counties according to the best judgment and pre/er- 
ence of the people thereof.

RICHMOND, Va., May 10.—In the Methodist 
Episcopal general conference today, Dr. M. B. 
Chapman, of Missouri, introduced a preamble 
and resolution in relation to the confederation 
of the Methodist Episcopal church, south, aad. 
the Methodist Episcopal church, north. Thé 
preamble sets fourth,in substance,that the two 
churches have a common history and preach 
thé same truth, and that the Cape May mis- 
sion has been wholly disregarded ; there- 
fore, be it ; ’ 

Resolvcd, That this general conference shall 
elect a committee of seven, four of whom shal! be 
clerical and three lay delegates, whe shall meet 
a like committee from the Northern Methodst 


church in 1883, looking to a reunion of the two 
churebes. 


_ The resolution further sets forth that it is a 
sin and folly for two Methodist churches 
to occupy the same territory. 

Dr, Chapman, in his earnest advocacy of this 
resolution, said that in his state the sin and 
folly ofthe matter had been observed. That 
he has seen in a small town of 400 or 599 in- 
habitants, two Methodist churches raising 
altar against altar, a waste of men and money 
anda waste of forces of our Christianity. 
Brethren in the south, he argued, have not 
this thing to contend with and know nothing 
of the clash which is met with in the west, 
and know nothing of the facts in relation to 
the segration of Methodism which is going on 
under the present state of affairs. 

Continuing Dr. Chapman said: “We who 
have seen this state of things are tired of this 
waste of men and money. Where the northern 
Methodist church is in the ascendaney,-we are. 
dying by inches and where we areyin the as- 
cendancy, that church is dying by inches. 

Dr. Whitehead. of Virginia, was in tavor of 
referring the matter to the committee on fra- 
ternal correspondence. 

The question was discussed at some length 
and finally was referred to a special committee, 
to be composed of one from each annual con- 
ference. 

Another important matter, looking in the 
same direction, was the reference to an appro- 
priate committee, the preparation of a common 
hymnal that may be used by all different 
bodies of Methodism in the country. 

The committee on itinerancy, to which was 
referred the memorial from Louisville and 
Denver conferences. that provision be made | 
for the appointment of evangelists, recom- 
mended non-concurrence. 

Dr. Adams, of Georgia, thought that Sam 
Jones and other such men should have nomi- 
nal appointments. 

Dr. Messick, of Louisville, strongly sup- 
ported the report of the committee and 
was in favor of allowing the question 
of evangelism to stand as it _ is, 
me very forcibly contended that the church 
did not want specialists on this subject. That 
every Methodist preacher is equally qualified 
to save souls. Inthe name of Methodism he 
protested against such an innovatiou, and 
when he concluded there was 2 hearty ‘‘amen.”’ 

Dr. Neely, of Texas, said that these evan- 
gelists, as far as he knew, were running on a 
plan of religion made easy. In the name of 
the Methodist church, and of the entire church 
of God, he hoped that the measure would fail. 

Dr. Winfield, of Arkansas, said that if the 
memorial is adopted, that every gum log in 
Methodist connection will be an evangelist in 
the’ next five years. 

“Do you know what a gum log is?’ the doc- 
tor asked. “It isone you can’t do anything 
with. WhenIwas in Europe with Bishop 
Wilson we were shown a certain kind of tree 
there called “feminine oak.” You can’thsplit it 
or do anything with it. Itis just like a wo- 
man, when she will she will and you can’t do 
anytbing with her. There is but one Sam 
Jones in the world, and there will never be 
but one, and evéry TittTe fellow that tries to be 
like Sam Jones wiil fail. You can make no 
more on that line. He is by himself. You, 
can have but one, and if you attempt to dupli-, 
cate him you will surely fail. [Laughter.} 
He has turned Chicago upside down, and any 
man who has the courage to attack Chicago 
cannot be duplicated. Heis being heard in 
Baltimore. He 1s the man of the century. 
We don’t want any evangelists among south- 
ern Methodists. We have already the grand- | 
est machinery in theworld. Brethren, I tell 
you what isthe matter, you go along lifeless 
and dead. Rakindle the fires in your own 
church, for it is time Methodis¢ ministers 
were looking this matter in the face,” 

Dr. McFerrin said it meant a subversion of 
the itinerancy plan and a-revolution in intin- 
ercy work. Way back yonder, 75 years ago, 
it was attempted. That was what created 
Lorenzo Dow and everybody ering inpie day 
knew the spirit and feeling -he had towards 
the Methodist church and government. A 
great many allusions have been to Sam 
Jones. I have heard him. Iunderstand that 
he is working for the Orphans’ home in Geor- 
gia, and he goes out by appointment from the 
bishop. Suppose we pass a law making Sam 
Jones an evangelist? Then he is confined to 
Geergia, never to go to Chicago or Balti- 


more, but stay in the back- 
woods of Georgia. If you pass 
that substitute you will clip 
Sam Jones’s wing and he goes no more out of 
Georgia. 


Dr. Andrews, of Mississippi, offered a substi- 
tute for the whole matter. His substitute 
provided for the appointment of the evangelisis 
undercertain conditions to be defined by the 
conferences appointing them. 

Mr. Machen, of Kentucky, was opposed to 
“erratic missionaries,’ and several other dele- 
gates took the same position. After a lengthy 
and interesting discussion of the matter the 
substitute was rejected and the report of the 
committee was adopted by an almost u 1 ii- 
mous vote. 

The conference then adjourned.

The East and West r2ilroad, of Alabama, re- 
fuseés.to correct the returns of property sent in to 
Comptroller General Wright. 

Ig 1885 this read valued its property in Georgia 
at $215,000, In 1886 it values it at about $171,000. 
Thi a decrease of $44,000. 

Tae road has in Georgia forty-five miles of road- 
bedgwhich, with equipments, etc., it valued iu 
Ist dat 84.000 per mile. In 1886 the returns show 
thaf the same property is valued at $3,000 per mile. 
W len he observed the very large decrease, Comp- 
troHer-General Wright requested the officers of the 
road to give a reason for it. Last week, General 
Manager Nichols came to Atlanta and informed 


the comptroller - general that the 
decrease was caused by damages 
to the road bed during the spring freshets. ‘The 


comptroller general thought $44,000 entirely too 
large an assessment of the damages, and so in- 
formed General Manager Nichols. That gentle- 
man Geclined to alter the returns. The comptroller 
general then informed him that the matter would 
have to be left to arbitration. Accordingly, Gen- 
eral Manager Nichols will serve formal notice in 
writing upon the comptroller general that he de- 
clines to alter the returns. The comptroller general 
will then select an arbitrator. General Mauager 
Nichols will also select one, and the two arbitra- 
tors willselectan umpire The matter will then 
be presented to them and left to their decision. 
The comptroller general does not think that the 
arbitrators will sustain the road. :

’ The revenue officers were informed, a short 


time ago, that Pace was running an illicit 


distillery. At 12-0’clock yesterday Colonel 
W. H. Chapman, Captain W. W. Colquitt, 
Captain D, Haynes and an assistant named 
Jones drove to Pace’s house in a hack, They 
separated without being observed by any of 
the occupanits_of the house, Colonel Chapman 
and Captain Haynes going one way and Cap- 
tain Celquitt and Mr. Jones another. 

_ Toeceive revenue officers of an inquiring 
turn of mind, Pace had started several fires 
at different points in the woods surrounding 
bis house. Captaim Colquitt and Mr. Jones 
singled out a column of blue smoke that arose 
from a secluded spot and hastened to it.
